T HE FCT Nee 1925 
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One bright sunshiny day in September, 1921, saw the Class of ’25 enter old 


L. H. S. fifty-nine strong. Those were the days of our old assembly hall, in which we 
gathered every morning for opening exercises. At that time we didn’t realize its 
full value until later when it was snatched from us and made into classrooms during 
our Christmas holidays. We objected very much to having our old stage taken away 
just at the beginning of our high school career. That year we were initiated into the 
mysteries of algebra, English, science and Latin, much of which we found distasteful 
to our unsophisticated minds. But finally we stood on the threshsld of our Sopho- 
more year. 

We entered this class with far more buoyant hopes than the previous year. We 
were fifty-three in number, and, of course, we all came back realizing that we should 
have to work harder this year. We had a difficult course of English, Latin, geometry, 
manual training and domestic science. “That was the first year of our manual training 
shop and we boys were glad to enter a new field in which to work. Many were the 
concoctions and decoctions which the girls managed to evolve in the domestic science 
class. When we were given our reports June 1 fifty wore the smiles of Juniors. 

In 1923 as Juniors we took our place forty-four strong. We had a good chance 
of being the largest graduating class Luray had as yet produced, and we hoped that 
each one would secure a firm foothold so as to make sure of each single step. We 
realized that that year’s work was much more difficult than anything we had there- 
tofore encountered. Our course was composed of Latin, English literature, trigonome- 
try, economics and social problems. But by dint of hard labor, accompanied by a little 
exercise of our gray matter and much fun, we finally stood on the threshold of our 
Senior year. | 

Nineteen hundred and twenty-four was our Annus Mirabilis, not in the sense 
that we did anything so great, but that we had so much to accomplish ere we received 
our sheepskins. Briefly summarizing our course, we had physical training, civics, chem- 
istry, American literature, American history, and, besides our regular course, there was 
our thousand-word theme, the class play and the work necessary to produce the annual, 
which was certainly no little amount. ‘That was the first year our school had physical 
training. Almost every Senior had a squad of some lower grade which he or she would 
drill. The class play for 1925 was “Sherwood,” a very fascinating play by Alfred 
Noyes. Though there were only ten boys, we were a class of thirty-eight, the largest 
that Luray has as yet graduated. ‘Tonight we launch. Where shall we anchor?” 
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Preparatory to writing this prophecy, I was sitting in my study collecting my thoughts when 
I fell asleep. In a dream which came to me I was again with all of my classmates and we talked 
gayly of the joys and sorrows, triumphs and adversities which we had encountered since be- 
ginning the struggle for ourselves on “life’s unresting sea.” 

Eager, of course, to acquaint ourselves with the career of each individual, it was revealed to 
us that these were the chosen yocations:

‘The pupils of the school sent invitations to their 
parents and friends, inviting them to visit the schocl and observe the usual routine of 
work. ‘There were many who responded to their invitations and seemed well pleased 
with the work the pupils were doing. The visitors were shown the building by a 
number of the high school boys and girls. All the visitors voiced their appreciation 
of the courtesies shown.

Of a number of schools represented in the parade, Mud Pike School took first 
honors, and of the Luray squads the best girls’ group was the high school Freshman 
squad, led by Virginia Price, and the best boys’ squad was the sixth and Theta squad, 
led by James Holtzman. 

The track meet proper was reduced in high school to a dual meet between Luray 
and Stanley, owing to the failure of Shenandoah to send a delegation. The elementary 
school boys’ department was a win for Luray, with 50 points, Stanley having 43, 
but the girls’ results changed the standing, as Stanley added 53 to Luray’s 24. The 
Stony Man School did excellent work, garnering a total of 33 points for both boys 
and girls in the grades. In the high school events the Stanley girls emerged with 48 
points to Luray’s 33 tallies, but the boys’ score sheet showed Stanley with but 26 
credits which Luray cashed in to the extent of 78, thus determining the meet. 

The Senior girls and boys served sandwiches, candy, ice cream and soft drinks 
to the famished public. 

A baseball game with Shenandoah High School was played in the afternoon, the 
score being eight to four in our favor. 

Peter Pan, a picture, was shown at Page Theater afternoon and night of April 
20 and 21 for the benefit of the HicHLAND. The Glee Club sang the song “Peter 
Pan,” and after the show a number of copies of the song were sold to the public. 
The picture was a great success.

The team had a very close debate with the 
Clark county contestants, who eventually won, not only over our team, but over
